SOV FONMIN GROMYKO DWELT AT UNEXPECTED LENGTH AND WITH 
SURPRISING FORCE IN HIS UNGA SPEECH TODAY ON THE DETERMINATION 
OF THE USSR NOT TO MAKE ANY INTERNAL CHANGES BECAUSE OF FOREIGN 
PRESSURE. POINT WAS MADE IN THE CSCE CONTEXT BUT IT APPLIED 
EQUALLY TO THE US-SOV BILATERAL SITUATION. NO GOVERNMENTS WERE 
ACCUSED BY NAME ("SOME IN THE WEST" WAS THE TYPICAL 
TERMINOLOGY) BUT IT WAS CLEAR THE USSR HAS BEEN HURT BY THE 
INTENSIFYING UPROAR IN THE WEST OVER TREATMENT OF DISSENTERS 
AND JEWISH EMIGRATION. FROM THIS VANTAGE POINT WE CANNOT TELL 
WHETHER THE SOVIET OUTBURST WAS INTENDED TO BE UNDERSTOOD AS A 
THREAT OR WAS MERELY LOUD NOISE TO COVER A RETREAT. IN ANY 
EVENT, WE THINK THE TARGET AUDIENCE WAS PRIMARILY THE NEW US 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 
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
